treme, and there has been work for everyone, however 
wareless or incapable he or she may be. Young people, 
entering trades or professions have not had to prove 
their fitness or ability. There has been plenty of demand 
for their services. 


Under these unions, by whatever name they may be 
called, there is a trend to standardization of pay for all, 
regardless of individual aptitude or quality of labor.

Nearly a century ago Red Cross was an idea in one 
man’s mind, As a visitor from Switzerland, he stood on 
a battleground in Italy and saw the wounded, the dying 
and the dead left untended, like refuse on a playing field.

In one of his leas familiar speeches | 


Winston Churchill said: “Resisting 
tyranny is the duty of every citizen 
who wishes to live in a free country.” 
We thought of that the other day as 
‘we leaped from under the wheels of 
a car that had made a sudden right 
turn as we followed our well-estab- 
lished right to croas an intersection 
with the green light, The sudden leap 
was not good for our blood pressure, 
the ‘moral of our thoughts, 
or, our status as a citizen, We should 
probably have immortalized oursel- 

ves by standing our ground, Instead, 
we jumped back, saved our life and 
submitted to tyranny. And, brother, 
you are doing that every day .of 
your life and to your own vast hurt’ 
as a citizen, 

We submit that events that hap- 
pen in every city at every hour and 
to all manner of people are not mat- 
ters of small importance, They are 
determiners of ways of thought, You 
have seen people waiting for the 
traffic light, that their laws tell 
them mean safety, and you have seen 
how they have to wind up in and out 
among the snouts of cara that have 
blocked the pedestrian line, and 
whose drivers are impatiently wait- 
ing to jump the light. You have per- 


haps seen the fear and the hesitation - 


and confusion and anger in the faces 
of your fellow walkers, But perhaps 
you have not stopped to think that 
these are not the emotions that make 
for good citizenship, In belittling the 
laws we have made for our own pro- 
tection, we are suggesting to the ped 
estrian—and we are all pedstriang 
some of the time—that our protec- 
tions are not proof against privilege, 
and that privilege is behind the wheel 
while the walker walks at his peril,

we see them done by others. If we who 


live comfortably and enjoy most of 


the advantages of citizenship can 
feel a blaze of fury as some driver 
makes a swift right or left turn and 
by terrorizing the pedestrians saves 
himself an un second or 
two, what of the man who has ho car 
and no hopes of one?

Here's a Real Hobby 

In these uncertain times lucky in- 
deed is the man or woman with a 
garden, Threats of sky-high vege- 
table prices next fall and winter 
won't scare these people. They can 
grow and store their own, in addition 
to a steady supply, fresh and right 
out of the garden from June on, 

But that is only one advantage. 

As a hobiby, recreation, exercise or 
whatéver you call Tt, ‘gardening rafikes 
at the top of the list,: It is inexpen- 
sive— few dollars will buy all the 
seeds, tools and fertilizer necessary. 
It is elastic—one can spend as much 
or as little time and enengy as one 
likes or the doctor advises, It takes 
one outdoors into the sunshine, lets 
us follow the natural spring urge of 
digging in the goil, And, finally gar- 
dening’ gives satisfaction that comes 
only from creating something with 
our own hands, With a few tiny seeds 
and plants one can produce a flower 
garden that is as individual as a 
painting. 

Common Mistakes 

Commonest mistakes of new gard- 
eners is to plant too close together, 
whether it is letuce seed or maple 
trees. This is not only a waste of seed 
or nursery stock, but it also encour- 
ages weak or poor growth. With shru- 
bbery and trees, the result is a bit of 
a jungle with far too much shade 
about the.house and spindly growth 
that is liable to falla prey to heavy 
storms, With annual flowers and veg- 
etables, proper development is im- 
possible, the vegetables are Mable to 
be stringy and tough, the flowers 
bunched so closely together that they 
will not bloom properly, 

Generally speaking all plants re- 
quire at least half as much space bé- 
tween them as they are high at mat- 
unity. With big trees this means 20 
to 40 feet, withcarrots it means only 
about 2 inches, with corn or staked 
tomatoes 18 inches. On the seed pack- 
et will be given the proper spacing. 

‘ With bigger seed like beans, peas, 
corn, etc., spacing will be easy, but it 
is much more difficult with the fine 
seeds of carrot, lettuce or alyssum, 
Such things can’ be spread more 
evenly by mixing with a little dry 
gand and sowing the mixture. In any 
case, no matter how carefully we sow 
some later thinning as the plants dev-
